falls match on October 30 in Ft. 
Wayne, Indiana, and enjoyed a week 
as “champions” before Tunney un- 
leashed his bombshell. 

The Rockers gained the victory 
and the title after Marty Jannetty 
pinned Bret Hart in the third fall. 
However, the condition of the ring 
during the second fall, which was

won by The Hart Foundation when 
Hart pinned Michaels, was what 
prompted Tunney to make his deci- 
sion. The top rope was knocked off 
the cornerpost, which caused the 
ropes around the ring to sag for eight 
to 10 minutes. Tunney believed this 
created an “unfair condition” for both 
teams. 

Tunney ordered the result of the 
match stricken from the record books 
and ruled that title be returned to 
Hart and Neidhart. This was the 
WWF chief officer’s second contro- 
versial ruling in less than a month. In 
October, Tunney suspended Riek 
Rude from the WWF because of 
comments the rulebreaker made 
about Big Bossman’s mother. 

I'm sure the WWF president made 
what he believed was a fair decision, 
but that hasn’t appeased many fans, 
who claim that Tunney has deprived 
The Rockers of a title they cleanly 
won. The least the WWF can do is 
offer The Rockers a return bout, but 
as of press time The Hart Foundation 
was scheduled to defend its champi- 
onship in a series of matches against 
Hercules and Paul Roma. 

Meanwhile, mail has been pouring 
into our offices demanding that jus- 
tice be done. One way to get in- 
volved is to return our petition to im- 
peach Tunney, which is included in 
the Spring 1991 issue of Wrestling 
91, currently on sale. If you're as fed 
up with Tunney’s outrageous deci- 
sions as many of your fellow fans 
are, add your name to the petition 
today! 

Jerry Lawler, who won an Octo- 
ber 8 tournament to fill the vacant 
USWA championship, held the belt 
for less than a month. Veteran Terry

Every time I see The Nasty 
Boys—Jerry Sags and Brian Knobs—get involved in a 
raucous free-for-all with Rick and Scott Steiner, I can’t 
help but think back 16 years. That was a time when 
another team of streetwise brawlers was dominating the 
tag team scene. 

Indeed, there are a lot of parallels between The Nasty 
Boys and Jimmy and Johnny Valiant, who held the 
WWF World tag team title in 1974. The Valiants were 
born and raised in New York City, while Sags and Knobs 
moved there after spending their formative years in Allen- 
town, Pennsylvania. While the Valiants are blood broth- 
ers, Knobs and Sags are every bit as close, as they’ve 
spent the majority of their lives together. 

But what sets both of these teams apart from the rest is 
that they succeed when the odds seem to be dead against 
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Jimmy Valiant roughs up Bruno Sammartino as his brother Johnny 
argues with the fans. Bob Smith writes that The Nasty Boys, with their 
rough-and-tumble style, remind him of the Valiants.

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them. In the ’70s, the Valiants weren’t the biggest or 
strongest team in the sport, and they were a long way 
from the being the quickest. However, they brought to 
the ring an arrogant cockiness that served as a warning to 
their opponents: Beat us if you can. 

Very few duos were able to vanquish the Valiants. 
Between the two of them, Jimmy and Johnny probably 
knew less than 10 wrestling holds, but they’d stomp, kick, 
scratch, and claw their way to win after disputed win. 

Sags and Knobs do the same thing. They’re not as 
powerful as the Steiners, as quick as The Southern Boys, 
or as well-rounded as Brian Pillman and Tom Zenk. So 
how come they’ve soundly defeated the latter two teams 
while giving the Steiners the hardest matches of their U.S. 
title reign? 

The styles of the Valiants and Nasties are so similar 
that I had to ask Knobs if he he’s ever heard of Johnny 
and Jimmy. 

“Heard of ’em?’’ laughed Knobs. ‘‘Hell, those guys 
were Our heroes when we were growing up! I learned 
from those guys that all the fancy wrestling holds in the 
world are no defense against a hard kick in the chops. 
Hey, all the fans used to underrate the Valiants the same 
way they don’t give us much chance at winning. So you 
tell me: Why are we ranked so high in the ratings? Hah!”’ 

Indeed, Sags and Knobs are the unlikely tag team 
success story of 1990. One prominent critic of the wres- 
tling scene believes they’ll be NWA World champions in 
1991. Guess who? 

“‘These guys are the greatest,’’ enthused Johnny Val- 
iant, currently taking some time off from the mat wars. 
“You can keep the pretty boys and the powerlifters. A 
couple of real men like Sags and Knobs will beat ’em 
every time.” 

A RICH HERITAGE. We've been getting a ton of mail 
about Chief Jay Strongbow, who wrestles in the Universal 
Wrestling Federation. Most of it has been negative, al- 
though no one has complained about his grappling skills. 

“That’s not Strongbow!’’ complained reader Gerry 





Walszyk of Boston. ‘‘Chief Jay was one of my favorite 
wrestlers, and he retired a few years ago. What I can’t 
believe is that color commentator Bruno Sammartino says 
he’s known this guy for years. How can he stand up for 
this impostor?” 

Actually, fans, this man is not an impostor at all. He’s 
actually Chief Jay Strongbow Jr., and he’s been quite 
successful wrestling in California during the past five 
years. He also had a brief stint in the AWA, where he 
teamed with Wahoo McDaniel in 1988. 

Strongbow realizes that dropping the “‘Jr.’’ from his 
name has led to a great deal of confusion among the 
fans, but the second-generation star says it’s high time 
that he lets fans know there’s another Strongbow on the 
horizon. 

“T have the same problem David Sammartino used to 
have,”’ said Strongbow with a smile. ‘‘He used to bill 
himself as David ‘Bruno’ Sammartino and as Bruno Jr. 
just to establish himself, but he dropped that designation 
after he became known. Now I feel that I’m ready to 
establish myself, too. The UWF is filled with top stars, 
and I am as good as any of them.” 

Anyone who’s seen Strongbow in action realizes he’s a 
chip off the old block. Not only does he look remarkably 
like the former WWF superstar, but he uses the same 
powerful tomahawk chops. And don’t get him angry, or 
you'll end up on the receiving end of his ‘‘war dance,” a 
series of devastating kneelifts.

young stars were about to dominate the sport, grizzled 
veteran Terry Funk wins his first singles title since 1977! 
The 25-year veteran shocked Jerry Lawler by capturing 
the USWA championship on November 5 in Memphis.

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Terry Funk’s success against Jerry Lawler proves that there’s still room 
in the sport for veteran grapplers. 

Lawler wasn’t nearly as shocked as I was, since I as- 
sumed—like many other people—that Funk was past his 
prime. 

“Shows what you know,” laughed Funk a few days 
after earning the belt (with a little help from Eddie Gil- 
bert). “I may not be as young as I used to be, but I’m 
still twice as tough as all the sissy boys that call themselves 
wrestlers today—and that includes Lawler.” 

Are the youngsters really taking over the sport? We’ve 
still got Funk. We’ve still got five-decade men Harley 
Race, Bobo Brazil, and The Sheik, and four-decade stars 
such as Mil Mascaras, Abdullah the Butcher, Ronnie 
Garvin, and Baron Von Raschke. 

I have a feeling they’ll all continue to make headlines 
throughout 1991—and for many years to come. L 
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My choice for Wrestler of the Year? Curt Hennig, who lost the Intercontinental title to Kerry Von 
Erich but rebounded quickly, Stan Hansen also merits consideration,

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RATINGS ANALYSIS 





Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating over 200 wrestlers in 19 different categories. It is a 
behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


What a difference a year makes! \n keeping with the theme 
of this special year-end issue, we thought we’d take a look at 
the Top 10 ratings in the March 1990 issue of Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated (for the period ended November 18, 1989) and 
examine how things have changed since then. 

THE WINNERS: A year ago, Sting was ranked number 
seven in the Top 10, and was the number-one contender to 
the U.S. title. Today he’s the reigning NWA World champi- 
on—and holds the top spot in the Top 10 ... The Ultimate 
Warrior has gone from being the WWF Intercontinental 
champion, ranked at number four, to WWF World champion 
and a solid second-place position ... A year ago, Kerry Von 
Erich was having a hard time staying in the Top 10. He was 
USWA Texas champion, but was 
still feeling the sting of being 
uspet by little-known Taras Bulba. 
Today, it all seems like ancient 
history as the WWF Interconti- 
nental champion rides high at 
number three ...Randy Savage 
has made a remarkable come- 
back. After falling out of conten- 
tion for the WWF World title, he 
fell out of the rankings complete- 
ly a year ago. Now he’s giving 
the Warrior some tough title 
matches, and he’s back at num- 
ber four ... Sid Vicious and Earth- 
| quake are newcomers to the Top 

= 10; Stan Hansen and Terry Funk 
Kary Von Erich return after lengthy absences. 


THE LOSERS: Last year, Ric Flair seemed to rule the sport. 
Not only was he firmly ensconced as NWA World champion 
and number-one in our Top 10, but a month later he re- 
ceived the PWI Wrestler of the Decade trophy. Not only has 
the “Nature Boy” lost his title to Sting, but he’s fallen 
competely out of our Top 10. Of course, a lot of that has to 
do with the fact that Flair and Arn Anderson have formed a 
tag team; they’re currently ranked at number five ... Hulk 
Hogan has also seen his fortunes fade. A year ago he was 
number two and WWF World champion. His loss of the 
title—and his infrequent appearances of late—have forced 
him out of the Top 10, at least for now ... Larry Zbyszko is 
the oddest case of all. One year ago, he was AWA World 
champion and rated at number eight. Zbyszko still holds the 
belt, but rarely defends it, making it impossible for us to 
rank him above more active competitors ... Jerry Lawler was 
number eight last year, but he’s USWA champion no longer 
and he’s out ... The Great Muta, NWA TV champion and 
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lg five last year, is currently competing in his native 
apan. 

MUCH PAIN, NO GAIN: Lex Luger held on to the number 
three spot for most of the past year while holding the U.S. 
title. He lost the belt to Hansen at Halloween Havoc ‘90, and 
has since slipped to number seven ... A year ago, Curt 
Hennig was the number-two contender to the WWF World 
title, ranked at number six. Now, he’s the top I-C contender, 
ranked at number eight.

1990 was a year of excitement, a year of surprise, and—most importantly—a year of change: During the past 12 months, both 
the WWF and the NWA saw new singles and tag team champions crowned. It will also be remembered as a year when the 
sport's most popular wrestler was knocked out of his lofty position of power—both literally and figuratively. 

That remarkable achievement took place in the WWF, where the young, powerful Ultimate Warrior pinned two-time World 
titleholder Hulk Hogan to become the new WWF World champion at WrestleMania VI on April 1 in Toronto. For Hogan, who had 
been the federation’s dominant figure since 1984, it was a crushing blow, but not quite as bad as the one that would be delivered 
to him by Earthquake on May 15 in La Crosse, Wisconsin. 
After being injured in a sneak-attack by Earthquake, Hogan was forced out of action for three months—and WWF attendance 
suffered drastically. Although he was no longer World champion, Hogan had again proved he was the most popular man in the 
sport, as cards featuring Hogan following his August return significantly outdrew all other WWF evenis. 


Attendance was also down a bit in the NWA, but the Ted Turner-owned federation was bolstered by popular Sting’s victory over 
Ric Flair for the NWA World title on July 7 in Baltimore. And even when regular arena crowds sagged, pay-per-view events such 
as Capital Combat and Halloween Havoc proved vastly popular. Likewise, the WWF's pay-per-events did good-to-excellent 
business, spearheaded by WrestleMania VI’s estimated $16-million PPV gross, which made it the top moneymaker of the year. 
It was a topsy-turvy year for the smaller federations. Fan interest in the AWA was way down, and times became so hard that the 
30-year-old federation presented few cards during the second half of the year. A year after being absorbed by the USWA, World 
Class broke free again, becoming a separate entity in Texas. And the independent scene continued to thrive, as new 
organizations such as the Universal Wrestling Federation and the Tri-State Wrestling Alliance sparked fan excitement. 
What will happen during the coming year? Will more young stars rise to power? Will any of the smaller organizations present a 
stem challenge to the ‘Big Two’’? 1991 will bring the answers to those and many other questions. 


Meanwhile, fans around the world will long remember the moments that made 1990 an important year for the sport: 


1990 SAW Larry Zbyszko drop 
the AWA World title to 25-year 


veteran Mr. Saito on February 
10 in Japan, but the “Living 
Legend” regained the belt from 
the Oriental master on April 8 in 
St. Paul, Minnesota. The biggest 
AWA story, however, was the 
$1-million Team Challenge Se- 
ries, which was won in August 
by a squad captained by Zbys- 
zko. And 1991 could be the 
most crucial year yet for the 
AWA, as the past 12 months 
were marked by few cards and 
significantly lessened _fan 
interest.

Although the feud began as a 
war between Adams and his 
protege, Steve Austin, the cur- 
rent and former spouses soon 
developed a hatred that sur- 
passed the men’s. The feud 
may not have been the best- 
wrestled one of the year, but it 
certainly was easier on the eyes 
than, say, the Abdullah the 
Butcher vs. Nick Busick match- 
es in the Georgia All-Star area. 








































LAND OF THE (LUMBERING) 
GIANTS 

A historic moment took place at 
the first WWF/Al-Japan card on 
April 13 in Tokyo as two veteran 
behemoths, 7’5” Andre the Gi- 
ant and 7-foot Shohei “Giant” 
Baba, teamed up for the first 
time, defeating Demolition. Fans 
watching the match on video- 
tape, however, reported they 
had a hard time convincing 
themselves the slo-mo buttons 
on their VCRs weren't stuck. 


DUDES WITH (QUESTION- 
ABLE) ATTITUDES 

Tired of interference by The 
Four Horsemen, several wres- 
tlers, including Sting, Junkyard 
Dog, Paul Orndorff, Rick and 
Scott Steiner, and Rocky King, 
formed The Dudes With Atti- 
tudes in June. This contingent 
was formed to watch each oth- 
ers backs, but the coalition 
evaporated a month later. Orn- 
dorff was the first to leave the 
Dudes—and the NWA. “That 
group had no leadership,” said 
Orndorff in the December 1990 
Sports Review Wrestling “In my 
opinion, the Dudes- are 
doomed.”” Not long after that, 
King emerged as a valet for the 
rulebreaking Freebirds. 
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“THUNDER” STRUCK 
Fans are clamoring to see the 
American debut of young Jushin 
“Thunder” Riger, a seven-year 
veteran who has become one of 
the most popular wrestlers in Ja- 
pan. A scientific marvel, Riger 
displays some of the most in- 
credible aerial tactics ever seen 
in pro rings, including a back- 
ward somersault off the top rope 
onto his opponent on the ring- 
side floor. Unfortunately, Riger 
has expressed little interest in 
competing in the United States 
thus far. 





AND IF THE CITY COUNCIL-

Jesse Ventura was a winner in 
the wrestling ring, and in 1990 
he emerged triumphant in the 
political arena. On November 6, 
the former WWF grappler and 
commentator defeated 18-year 
incumbent James Krautkremer 
to become mayor of Brooklyn 
Park, Minnesota, a suburb of 
Minneapolis. “My slogan is I'm 
going to give the neighborhoods 
back to the neighbors,” Ventura 
told USA Today in October, add- 
ing that ‘‘nobody’s ever out- 
talked me on wrestling, and no- 

body will on politics.”

® Jerry Sags needed eight 
stiches in his head after he 
was blasted with a chair by 
Scott Steiner during Hallow- 
een Havoc ’90 on October

HEN WRESTLING HISTORIANS look back at 1990, 

it will surely be remembered as a year of transi- 
tion. It was a period when new stars started to take over 
the positions of power that were once the exclusive 
stronghold of veteran competitors. In 1989, Ric Flair mled 
the NWA; now Sting reigns as World champion. Like- 
wise, Hulk Hogan continued his dominance over the 
WWF in ’89, but a younger man named The Ultimate 
Wamior blazed a path to glory this year. 

These changes were among those reflected by your 
votes in the Pro Wrestling Illustrated Achievement '90 
awards. Nearly 70,000 votes, a slight increase from the ’89 
balloting, had been received by the December | dead- 
line. Collectively, these results give the best indication of 
what is going on in our sport and how it affects fans 
everywhere. 

Your ballots made it clear that the sport is no longer 
dominated by the superstars of years past. Indeed, there 
were new faces in several categories, including Wrestler 
of the Year and Inspirational Wrestler of the Year (Sting), 
Tag Team of the Year (Rick and Scott Steiner), Most 
Hated (Earthquake), and Manager of the Year (Teddy 
Long). 

This does not mean that voters were ready to write off 
the veterans quite yet. A big victory was scored by 
Hogan (Most Popular), whose World title loss to Ultimate 
Warmior was also the Match of the Year. Flair, who domi- 
nated the NWA in the ’80s, was also not forgotten, as his 
lengthy series of battles against Lex Luger was the win- 
ner in our Feud of the Year category. 

As usual, the NWA and WWF dominated the 10 cate- 
gories (the Editor’s Award is chosen by the staff of PW7). 
This year these federations took nine of the 10 available 
awards, the highest number ever. This indicates that the 
two major federations are on the minds of fans even 
more than in years past. However, the smaller leagues 
were not ignored by the fans; just look at the names in 





the ranks of the runners-up. 

In 1989, no single category reached the magic 20,000- 
vote total, but this year it happened twice, and both 
results far surpassed that number. The Ultimate Warrior's 
victory over Hulk Hogan was Match of the Year, 
amassing a whopping 24,180 votes—the highest total ever 
compiled for any category (previously, the highest total 
was the 1983 Match of the Year between Ric Flair and 
Harley Race, which captured 21,817 votes). Also, Sting 
notched 22,947 votes in becoming the clear winner of our 
Inspirational Wrestler award. 

The closest race was in the Most Improved category, 
where Power & Glory’s Paul Roma edged out NWA 
World tag team champions Doom by only 531 votes. 
Another very close race was waged in the Manager of 
the Year contest, where Teddy Long received only 1,065 
more votes than first runner-up Bobby Heenan, last year’s 
winner. The Rookie of the Year category, won by Steve 
Austin, brought in the most votes for others (28,972), prov- 
ing there are dozens of young stars who will be vying for 
these awards in the years to come. 

There were decisive victories in four categories, led by 
Sting’s amazing 7,653 vote margin over first runner-up 
Hulk Hogan in the Inspirational category. The Hogan- 
Wamior Match of the Year overshadowed Sting’s July 7 
victory over Ric Flair by a whopping 5,944 votes. And in 
the Most Popular and Tag Team categories, Hulk Hogan 
and Rick and Scott Steiner outlasted their first runners-up 
by more than 3,000 votes each. 

These awards are a testament to you, the fans, whose 
opinions are the only true barometer of who the real stars 
of this sport tly are. This year’s awards are important 
not only for today, but in the years to come when they 
will shape the careers of the grapplers who have won 
them. 

Join us now in honoring the winners of the Pro Wres- 
tling Illustrated Achievement ’90 awards. 
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Steve Austin learned much from 
his trainer, Chris Adams. Then 
he used that knowledge to brutal- 
ize his mentor. 








T’S RARE THAT a rooke can enter a 

federation and immediately become a 
household name, but that’s exactly what 
young Steve Austin did in the USWA in 
1990. When the year began, Austin was 
known as Steve Williams, the highly touted 
first graduate of Chris Adams’ wrestling 
school. For a brief time Williams teamed 
with his mentor, but before long he 
changed his name to Austin and moved out 
on his own. 

He also lashed out at Adams, lusting to 
prove he was a better wrestler than his 
trainer. Austin scored several victories over 
the 13-year veteran, but it wasn’t enough 
for him simply to defeat Adams. Like Larry 
Zbyszko did to Bruno Sammartino in 1980, 
Austin wanted to humiliate his former train- 
er in order to make his mark on the sport. 

Austin came up with a brilliant plan di- 
rected at Adams’ psyche. He hired Adams’ 
ex-wife, Jeannie Clark, as his new manager. 
The Austin-Clark tandem quickly became 
the most hated duo in Texas as they brutal- 
ly double-teamed Adams on several occa- 





sions. Adams’ current wife, Toni, was 
drawn into the fray, leading to some of the 
most violent mixed tag matches the sport 
has ever seen. 

Although the feud ended without a deci- 
sive winner, Austin displayed skills that 
even a veteran would be proud to own. It 
was clear that Adams had taught Austin a 
wealth of on-the-mat maneuvers, while the 
Dallas native’s rapidly advancing aerial tac- 
tics made him a double threat. 

“I can’t stand the guy, but I can’t deny 
that Austin is an incredible natural athlete,” 
said Ralph Wallace of Ft. Worth, Texas. “It 
really was amazing to watch him match Ad- 
ams hold for hold. There’s no doubt in my 
mind that Texas fans are seeing a future 
champion in action.” 

“Austin more than held his own with Ad- 
ams,’ wrote Dan Kramer of Dallas. “But 
even more impressive is that at such a 
young age, he has a full understanding of 
the psychological aspects of combat. By 
springing Jeannie on Adams, Austin really 
had the war won before it even started.” 








First runner-up: There’s no denying this 
7’7” former basketball star from Argentina 
has the potential to be a major drawing 
card. The amiable giant started his career 
slowly, battling mainly preliminary opposi- 
tion. However, Gigante is already one of 
the NWA’s most popular men, thanks to his 
charter membership in The Dudes With 
Attitudes. 





Second runner-up: The son of Gene An- 
derson has vowed to someday be a mem- 
ber of The Four Horsemen, and he seems 
well on his way to achieving that lofty goal. 
Brad has had tremendous success in the 
Pacific Northwest, using cunning nilebreak- 
ing to emerge as a top contender for the 
PNW title after only a few months in the 
federation. 
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Third runner-up: Trained by Lary 
Sharpe, Chavis is ready to make his mark. 
He had his first pro match in January, and 
has already become one of the most feared 
competitors in the South Atlantic Pro Wres- 
tling area. This-perfectly proportioned 6’]”, 
260-pounder has used his football back- 
ground and Indian heritage to form a style 
that is uniquely his own.

HEN THE FINAL tabulations were 

made for the Achievement '90 voting, 
Sting’s victory in the Inspirational Wrestler 
of the Year category was by the widest 
margin of any of the 10 categories: nearly 
7,700 votes! 

Such a decisive win comes as no sur- 
prise. Sting was nearly crippled for life by 
The Four Horsemen on February 6. The 
ruptured left patella tendon he suffered re- 
quired extensive surgery and physical 
therapy. 

Initial reports led to fears that Sting 
would never return to the sport at all; opti- 
mistic estimates at the time said he’d be 
able to return to the ring in about eight 
months, but would never be the same. 

Sting made an appearance at ringside on 
April 23 in Georgia and was attacked by 
the Horsemen again. Fortunately, the 
Horsemen failed in their attempt to reinjure 
the knee. 

On July 7, Sting channeled all his anger, 
frustration, and fan support into one of the 
most stirring title victories the sport has 





ever known: He captured the NWA World 
championship from Ric Flair at the Great 
American Bash in Baltimore. And since 
then, he has wrestled superbly, showing 
very few lingering effects of his surgery 
and rehabilitation. 

“Sting is an amazing man and an amazing 
World champion,” said Debbie Spring of 
Philadelphia. “Anybody who can fight back 
against the odds like he did—and I mean 
physical odds with his injury, mental odds 
because of the injury, and four-on-one odds 
because of the Horsemen—well, he’s cer- 
tainly an example for everyone to look up 
to and admire.” 

“You have to give Sting his due,” wrote 
John Betts of Dallas, “he did it all. And 
remember: Ric Flair was almost crippled in 
a plane crash early in his career, and he 
came back to win six NWA world titles and 
rule the sport in the ’80s. There’s no ques- 
tion in my mind that Sting will definitely 
rule the ’90s in the same way.” 

One year of the decade is past, and he’s 
well on his way. 





First runner-up: In a sport where wide- 
reaching changes happen almost daily, the 
spint of “Hulkamania” seems a constant. 
“You can’t beat his philosophy of say your 
prayers, take your vitamins, and keep 
healthy,” wrote Barbara Monarch of Balti- 
more. “My kids look up to it, and I’m 
glad.” And his campaign against Earth- 
quake wasn't too shabby, either! 


Second runner-up: Last year, Lawler was 
one of the most hated men in the sport, 
having succeeded in ostracizing himself 
from the Memphis fans. Now he’s forsaken 
his rulebreaking ways and dedicated him- 
self to speaking out on the evils of drugs 
and alcohol. “It’s great to see ‘The King’ 
back to his old, true self,” said Bob Marks 
of Chattanooga, Tennessee. 


Third runner-up: We thought we'd nev- 
er see it, and clearly many of you thought 
you'd never see it, either. But you love it! 
Nikolai Volkoff is being cheered! “In this 
age of glasnost and the crumbling of inter- 
national walls, it’s good to see Volkoff em- 
brace American ideals,” said Tony Farris of 
Denver. ‘We all owe him our support.”

LL SHOW AND no substance. That's 
what they used to say about Paul 
Roma. He was the one with the tremen- 
dous physique and a mediocre ring record. 

Not anymore. 

When Slick decided to team Roma with 
Hercules as Power & Glory, it changed the 
youngsters career dramatically, winning 
him new fear and respect. Now Roma is 
part of a team that many feel could be the 
next WWF tag team champions. 

“I always knew Roma was loaded with 
potential; I mean, look at the guy’s body,” 
wrote Palmer Johnson of Butte, Montana. 
“But he never could seem to break out of 
the prelim ranks. Now, I don’t completely 
agree with his mlebreaking tactics, but his 
wrestling has improved tenfold. Slick really 
did something to get him motivat 


First runner-up: Separately, Ron 
Simmons and Butch Reed are a pair of ring- 
hardened veterans. But when they teamed 
as the masked duo of Doom in 1989, they 
were an embarrassment. It was only after 
they took off the masks, and dumped 
Woman as their manager; and brought on 
Teddy Long did they begin to shine—and 
win the NWA World tag team title. 
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Second runner-up: As Big Steel Man in 
Florida, Tugboat looked extremely impres- 
sive. But the inspiration he drew from his 
friendship with Hulk Hogan gave him new 
purpose, and it showed. “When Hulk was 
injured, Tugboat wrestled for both of 
them,” wrote Mary Simpson of Fresno, Cali- 
fornia. “Watching Tugboat gave Hulk the 
strength to come back!” 








This isn’t the first time, though, that Roma 
has been part of a promising team. Several 
years ago, he and Jim Powers came togeth- 
er as The Young Stallions. They achieved 
some success, but nothing like he’s cur- 
rently enjoying with Hercules. 

“The difference is having a veteran like 
Hercules at his side,” said Mike Dyson of 
Springfield, Illinois. “I really believe that 
Hercules taught him a lot. He seems crafti- 
er and more aware of what’s going on. He 
and Powers were like two rookies floun- 
dering around with no direction. Give Slick 
credit, but give Hercules even more.” 

The jury is still out on Roma as a singles 
competitor. But with his already impressive 
accomplishments on the tag team scene, 
the handsome young athlete is on his way 
to stardom. 


Third runner-up: For years, this wild and 
wacky New Mexican toiled on the inde- 
pendent circuit, earning respect for his tal- 
ent but little recognition. When he finally 
got his chance in the USWA and the NWA, 
he raised his game to a new level, giving 
quite a few established grapplers a scare. 
This “Jack-ofall-styles” should have a fine 
91.

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HEY ONCE LAUGHED at Theodore R. 

Long. When the balding former refer- 
ee began his career as a manager after 
spending several years as a respected ring 
Official, no one gave him much chance of 
success. After all, the diminutive Long had 
never managed anyone. 

Long never listened to the skeptics. In- 
stead, he became a force in the NWA in 
1989 by merging the destructive talents of 
Sid Vicious and Dan Spivey; he dubbed his 
massive new team The Skyscrapers. When 
injuries and defections made The Skyscrap- 
ers crumble, Long knew that he needed 
another team to pick up where they had 
left off. 

It didn’t take Long too long to surpass 
even his own expectations. During their 
match against the Steiners at Clash of the 
Champions X on February 6 in Corpus 
Christ, Texas, Doom, then managed by 
Woman, suffered the most humiliating de- 
feat of their careers. After weeks of being 
soundly beaten by Rick and Scott Steiner, 
Ron Simmons and Butch Reed were un- 
masked by the brother tag team in front of 
a national TV audience. Doom was so de- 





moralized they considered leaving the 
NWA. 

“That's where my genius came in,” re- 
called the supremely confident Long. “Af- 
ter they were unmasked, I contacted Ron 
and Butch and told them it was the best 
thing that could have happened. They 
didn’t know it, but those masks provided a 
built-in excuse to lose. Once everybody 
knew who they were, they would have to 
work that much harder to succeed. I told 
them that if I managed them, their troubles 
would soon be over.” 

Truer words were never spoken. 
Simmons and Reed already had the power 
and skills to be a fine tag team. Long inject- 
ed the men with renewed self-confidence 
and purpose. Three months later, Doom 
stunned the Steiners to win the NWA 
World tag team title at Capital Combat "90 
on May 19 in Washington, D.C. 

since then, Doom has seemed unbeat- 
able, even against such top teams as the 
Steiners and Am Anderson and Ric Fiair. 
Teddy Long has proven his critics wrong. 
He is a manager of World champions. 

He’s also the Manager of the Year. 








First runner-up: “The Brain” came ex- 
tremely close to winning this poll for the 
second straight year. He led Haku and An- 
dre the Giant to the WWF World tag team 
tile in December 1989, and they held the 
belts through April. Next, he led Curt 
Hennig to the Intercontinental title. He may 
be a “Weasel,’ but he also continues to be 
one of the sport’s top managers. 





Second runner-up: Although they failed 
to achieve the same prominence as in the 
past, The Four Horsemen made a big 
comeback in 1990. Anderson was the mas- 
termind behind the elite mulebreaking 
group’s insidious plots, including the im- 
postor Sting hoax at Halloween Havoc. He 
has proven he'll stop at nothing until the 
Horsemen regain total control of the NWA. 





runner-up: As usual, the “Louis- 
ville Slugger’ was in the midst of a title 
controversy, leading The Midnight Ex- 
press—Stan Lane and Bobby Eaton—to a 
disputed victory over Brian Pillman and 
Tom Zenk for the U.S. tag team champion- 
ship. Cornette left the NWA in early No- 
vember, but that didn’t diminish his status 
as an outstanding manager.

T SEEMS HARD to believe: When 1990 

began, Ric Flair was a fan favorite and 
Lex Luger was as hated as any wrestler in 
the sport. The events of the year—and the 
incredible matches between the two—went 
a long way toward changing the fans’ atti- 
tudes about both men. 

The Four Horsemen were reassembled 
early in the year, and it appeared that the 
combination of Sting, Am and Ole Ander- 
son, and Flair could achieve greatness. 
However, jealousy flourished within the 
ranks, particularly after Sting was sched- 
uled to receive an NWA World title match 
against Flair at Wrestle War on February 25 
in Greensboro, North Carolina. 

The Horsemen would never let the 
match happen. Flair and the Andersons vio- 
lently dumped Sting from the group during 
Clash of the Champions X on February 6. 
Later on the card, Sting suffered a ruptured 
left patella tendon. The NWA had to name 
a replacement for the Wrestle War match, 
and the assignment went to then-U.S. cham- 
pion Luger. 

The Horsemen tried to attack Luger 
about a week before the match, but the 





“Total Package” valiantly fought off Flair 
and the Andersons. When Flair and Luger 
finally met at Wrestle War, it provided one 
of the most memorable moments of the 
year. 

About halfway through the match, Sting 
hobbled to the ring on crutches and 
cheered Luger on. Luger was astounded 
that Sting, a man with whom he had previ- 
ously feuded, was supporting him. Luger 
was counted out after he defended Sting 
from an attack by the Andersons. More sig- 
nificantly, that match marked the beginning 
of a glorious friendship with Sting and an 
intense feud with Flair. 

For months, Luger and Flair battled all 
over the country. Another violent encoun- 
ter took place at Capital Combat '90 on 
May 19. That match was a steel cage bout, 
but Ole Anderson gained control of the 
cage, which allowed the Horsemen to at- 
tack Luger, who won by disqualification. 

Times are different now. The fans cheer 
Luger while they revile Flair. But anytime 
these men lock up, their vast talents—and 
their pure hatred—guarantee it will always 
be a classic encounter. 








First runner-up: When Earthquake at- 
tacked Hogan on May 15, Hogan was so 
badly injured that many fans feared it was 
the end of the ‘“Hulkster’s” career. Amaz- 
ingly, Hogan rebounded to defeat the burly 
Canadian by countout at SummerSlam. But 
Earthquake continues to pursue his prey, 
and this ugly war is still going on in arenas 
throughout the country. 


Second runner-up: In 1989, “Ravishing” 
Rick defeated the Warmior for the Intercon- 
tinental title. When Warrior downed Hogan 
for the WWF World ttle at WrestleMania 
VI, Rude figured he was the only man that 
could defeat the new champion. What re- 
sulted was a war of epic proportions, in- 
cluding a sickeningly bloody steel cage 
bout at SummerSlam. 





Third runner-up: Austin and his trainer, 
Adams, were once close friends. Jealousy 
soon overcame the student, and Austin 
lusted to destroy his mentor. What better 
way than to team up with Adams’ ex-wife, 
Jeannie, and try to drive the “Gentleman” 
crazy? Add Toni Adams to the war, and the 
resulting mixed matches burned up the 
USWA for months.

OR THE SECOND consecutive year, 

Hulk Hogan has proven that he is, by 
far, the most popular competitor in this 
sport. What’s even more remarkable is that 
he achieved this distinction despite missing 
three months of action in 1990. 

“When Hogan was injured by Earth- 
quake in May, I rallied all my friends to 
wnite get-well wishes to him,” wrote Emily 
Benning of Lincoln, Nebraska. “A lot of 
people thought he was coming back to the 
sport too soon when he wrestled Earth- 
quake at SummerSlam, but in my heart I 
knew he was doing it for his fans. That’s 
why I not only root for the ‘Hulkster,’ but I 
care deeply about him, too.” 

So do millions of other “Hulkamaniacs.” 
After Hogan was crushed by Earthquake 
with three huge splashes, Tugboat rallied 
the fans to write to the twotime former 
WWF World champion. Reportedly, more 
than 250,000 supporters responded to Tug- 
boat’s pleas. 





Even though he lost the WWF title to 
The Ultimate Warrior at WrestleMania VI, 
Hogan continues to be the federation’s top 
drawing card. It’s a simple fact that events 
that feature Hogan outdraw any other wres- 
tling events in the United States and 
Canada. 

“I’m a big WWF fan,” wrote Irv Andrews 
of Harford, Maryland, “but it’s the ‘Hulkster’ 
that draws me to the arena. Nobody else 
gives you your money’s worth like Hogan 
does. Not only does he fight like mad to 
win, but after the match he salutes the fans 
by posing for them. That’s important to 


Currently, Hogan is busy in production 
for his second starring role in the action 
film Suburban Commando. Add that to his 
frequent ring appearances—and his vow to 
regain the WWF World title—and it’s a safe 
bet that this legend will be in top conten- 
tion for this award when next year’s votes 
are tabulated. 





First runner-up: When Sting suffered a 
ruptured left patella tendon in February, it 
looked as if he might never return.

But 
when Sting came to his aid during a World 
title bout against Ric Flair, the young stars 
rekindled their fiendship—and Luger ma- 
tured quickly. Now he’s vowed néver to 
turn his back on his supporters again, and 
the fans have responded by cheering him 
on to victory.

When Earthquake put Hulk Hogan out of ac- 
tion, he earned the undying wrath of the fans, 





T WAS A MOMENT that will live forever 

in wrestling infamy. On May 15 at the La 
Crosse Center in La Crosse, Wisconsin, 
Hulk Hogan was being interviewed by 
Brother Love. No one expected that the 
unthinkable was about to occur. 

An Earthquake was about to strike. 

It seemed like any other interview until 
the massive Canadian’s manager, Jimmy 
Hart, ran to the podium and began hurling 
insults at the “Hulkster.” Hogan, not about 
to put up with such treatment from the di- 
minutive loudmouth, grabbed Hart by the 
lapels. 

At that point, Earthquake came up from 
behind Hogan and smashed a metal chair 
hard across his back. After Hogan fell help- 
less to the floor, Earthquake unleashed 
what was to become the most feared ma- 
neuver in the sport—the crushing “earth- 
quake” splash—as he brought the full force 
of his 462 pounds down hard on Hogan’s 
nbs and sternum three times. 

Hogan was carried out of the arena on a 
stretcher. The cracked stemum and broken 





ribs were diagnosed as career-threatening 
injuries. Hogan was hurt so badly that he 
considered retirement before returning to 
action in August. 

Is it any wonder that Earthquake was the 
winner of the 1990 Most Hated Wrestler of 
the Year award? 

“Over the last few years, there have 
been many men I’ve hated in the WWF,” 
wrote Tom Kragen of Boston. “We’ve had 
bigmouths like Randy Savage and Roddy 
Piper, and I never thought I could despise 
anyone more than them. But Earthquake’s 
brutality this year was the worst thing I’ve 
ever seen. It wasn’t just Hogan that fat slob 
injured. I’ve never seen such a trail of bro- 
ken bodies being carted from arenas in my 
life.” 

Can Earthquake be stopped? Fans all 
over the world are praying the rejuvenated 
Hogan can soon get the job done. 

In the meantime, this Earthquake keeps 
nght on striking—and destroying. There 
could be no worse news for wrestling fans 
in 1991. 





First runner-up: After the ‘Nature Boy” 
intentionally injured Sting’s left knee in 
February, he stayed high in the Most Hated 
ratings for most of the year. In addition, 
Flair remained the driving force behind 
The Four Horsemen, the most universally 
reviled band of rmilebreakers in wrestling 
history. No wonder millions cheered when 
he lost the NWA World title! 


Second runner-up: Finally, a rmulebreak- 
ers big mouth got him in trouble he 
couldn’t get out of. At press time, Rude 
was suspended from the WWF because of 
insults he directed toward Big Bossman’s 
mother. However, his actions in 1990 were 
even worse than his words as he arrogantly 
brawled his way to the top contender’s 
spot for the WWF World title. 


Third runner-up: No one uses homzific 
tactics as much as “Hot Stuff’ does. He 
throws fire. He beats his foes with chains 
and brass knuckles. And on September |, 
he ran down Jerry Lawler with a car! Gil- 
bert again unleashed a deadly fireball to 
win the Southern title from Jeff Jarrett on 
October 29. This is a man who must be 
stopped at any cost.

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A crushing boot to the face didn’t prevent The Ultimate Warrior from 
capturing the WWF World title from Hulk Hogan at WrestleMania VI. 
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T WAS MAN vs. man. Champion vs. 

champion. And, most importantly, it was 
the most famous wrestler of his time going 
against the only man in the WWF that 
could rival his power. 

There was little doubt that a Hulk Hogan- 
Ultimate Warnior bout would be a classic. 
What better main event could there be for 
WrestleMania -VI, held April 1 at the mas- 
sive SkyDome in Toronto? 

“I traveled thousands of miles to see that 
match,” wrote Billy Tanner of Los Angeles, 
who flew to Canada to be one of the 67,678 
on hand for the historic event. “I had a 
feeling that something truly special was go- 
ing to happen.” 

What could be more special than an up- 
set victory? Hogan, a two-time WWF World 
titleholder, was the heavy favorite. Ultimate 
Warrior was the reigning I-C champion 
who had established himself with one-sided 
victories over Andre the Giant, Rick Rude, 
and Randy Savage. 
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First runner-up: The “Nature Boy” had 
tried to take Sting out of action for good by 
helping to rupture his left patella tendon. 
After four months of rehabilitation, nothing 
could keep Sting from gaining revenge— 
and winning the NWA World title. This was 
the main event of the July 7 Great Amerni- 
can Bash, one that many fans are calling the 
best Bash ever. 





Second runner-up: Yet another injury 
brought about another grudge match. 
Earthquake brutalized Hogan during a 
sneak-attack in May, but “Hulkamaniacs” 
all over the country wrote cards and letter 
to support their idol. The result was the 
August 27 SummerSlam main event, where 
Hogan gained a hard-fought countout vic- 
tory over his hefty rival. 


Tempers flared between Hogan and 
Warmior in the weeks before the event. By 
bell time, both men were primed for ac- 
tion. That’s exactly what the fans got. 

It looked as if this clash would end like 
all of Hogan's previous title defenses—with 
an incredible Hogan comeback. Warrior 
crushed Hogan with a gorilla-press and a 
splash, but only gained a two-count. Ho- 
gan’s eyes bulged with excitement as he 
rallied back and caught the young chal- 
lenger with a boot to the face. 

Then, the unexpected happened: Hogan 
tried his usual finisher—the legdrop—but 
missed when Warmior rolled out of the way. 
Wamor splashed the stunned Hogan and 
covered him for the winning pin at the 
22:51 mark. 

The bout was the kind of classic that may 
never be topped, except, perhaps, by a 
Hogan-Warmor rematch. Maybe Wrestle- 
Mania VII will bring these superstars to- 
gether once again. 





Third runner-up: The annual Royal Rum- 
ble has established a reputation as one of 
the most exciting bouts every year, and the 
1990 event was no exception. The Orlando 
Arena rocked with excitement on January 
21 as Hulk Hogan fought off 29 other wres- 
tlers to win. But the real highlight here was 
when Hogan and the Warrior locked up for 
the first time ever!

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EW THINGS IN the sport today are as 

thrilling as seeing Rick Steiner send an 
opponent sprawling with his “Steinerline” 
clothesline, or watching Scott Steiner pin 
his foe following the blinding speed and 
picture-perfect execution of the incredible 
“Frankensteiner.” 

It took them a while to get there, but the 
Steiners have succeeded in capturing the 
fans’ imagination like no other duo since 
the heyday of The Road Warriors. 

“If the Steiners aren’t on a card, I don't 
go,” said Mark Stahl of Atlanta. “To me, 
one ‘Frankensteiner is worth any admission 
price they might charge!” 

“As far as I’m concemed, Rick and Scott 
are the best team in the world, whether 
they have championship belts or not,” 
wrote Al Tuwmer of New Orleans. “I mean, 
let's face it: Can you name any duo with 
more moves, greater strength, or a brighter 
outlook for the future?” 

Rick and Scott began the year as NWA 
World tag team champions (they captured 
the belts from Michael Hayes and Jim Gar- 
vin on November 1, 1989, in Atlanta) and 
held the belts until the May 19 Capital

First runner-up: Many despise them for 
still being Road Warrior wannabes, while 
others revile them for skirting WWF nies 
by adding a third member to their squad.

Even the depth of Ric Flair and 
Am Anderson’s skills came up short at Hal- 
loween Havoc. Doom figures to be a major 
NWA force for some time to come. 


Combat card in Washington, D.C., when 
they were dethroned by Doom. 

“That Capital Combat match has to be 
one of the biggest upsets of the year,” 
wrote Jessica Harmon of Baltimore. 

Three months later, the Steiners rebound- 
ed and captured the U.S. tag team title from 
The Midnight Express on August 24 in East 
Rutherford, New Jersey, a championship 
they still hold as of press time. But the 
World belts remain their ultimate goal— 
even if they’ve been sidetracked from that 
goal by The Nasty Boys. 

“Brian Knobs and Jerry Sags are a couple 
of mean sons of guns,” wrote Fred Stern of 
New York, “but if anybody can tame them, 
Rick and Scott can. They’re absolutely awe- 
some! Either one of them is good enough 
to go all the way and become NWA World 
champion someday.” 

In some future year-end issue, we may 
be acknowledging just such an achieve- 
ment. For now, though, the Steiners are nd- 
ing high atop the wrestling world as the 
Tag Team of the Year. 

And they show all indications of only im- 
proving in 1991. 





Third runner-up: The Road Warriors by 
any other name are still an awesome duo. 
They captured worldwide attention this 
year when they moved to the WWF, but 
the impact of a feud with Demolition was 
lost when they joined forces with Ultimate 
Warrior for a long series of six-man bouts.

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It was an amazing year for Sting, who overcame 
enormous obstacles to capture the NWA World 
heavyweight championship. 
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HERE’S NO DOUBT about it: 1990 was 
the year of the “Stinger.” 

During the past 12 months, this young 
Californian not only cemented his reputa- 
tion as one of the sport’s superstars, but he 
accomplished one of the hardest tasks in 
doing so: He defeated Ric Flair to become 
NWA World heavyweight champion. 

Not bad for a man who, by all rights, 
should be retired. On February 6, Sting in- 
jured his left knee while trying to climb a 
steel cage to get at The Four Horsemen, 
and then had the left patella tendon mp- 
tured in a direct attack by the Horsemen. 
Sting was forced to undergo extensive sur- 
gery, but wouldn't allow himself anything 
less than perfection: He wanted to come 
back stronger than he had been before. 

“It’s a funny thing about injuries,” said 
Sting recently. “It’s terrible when they hap- 
pen, but they have a way of maturing you 
real fast. My bad knee forced me to work 
out with everything I had for five months. 
Not only did my knee eventually come 
back at close to 100 percent, but the rest of 


First runner-up: By defeating Hogan for 
the WWF World title at WrestleMania VI, 
the Warrior accomplished what few men 
have done: He cleanly pinned the

my body also got bigger and stronger.” 

On July 7 at the Great American Bash in 
Baltimore, Sting put his rebuilt knee to the 
test against Flair, the six-time NWA champ 
who was lusting to cripple him for good. 

Flair worked on the knee unmercifully, 
stomping and kicking at Sting’s leg with 
sadistic pleasure. The “Nature Boy” be- 
lieved he would finish Sting off forever with 
a figure-four leglock. But when he bent 
down to apply it, Sting grabbed him by 
back of the head and rolled him into a 
small package for the victory and the title. 

Since then, Sting has been doing his best 
to restore prestige to a championship that 
was tainted by Fiair’s constant disqualifica- 
tions and the Horsemen’s continual outside 
interference. The fans are thrilled about 
having such an honorable man holding the 
belt again. 

“The best thing about Sting is that he 
hasn’t even reached his prime yet,” wrote 
Rob Billings of San Francisco. “He’s a really 
cool guy who just happens to be the best 
in the world at what he does.” 


Third runner-up: No wrestler has ever 
been a greater U.S. champion than the “To- 
tal Package,”” who held his third such title 
for the majority of 1990. Equally as impres- 
sive were his World championship match- 
es against Ric Flair. And although Luger 
lost the U.S. belt to Stan Hansen at Hallow- 
een Havoc, he has vowed to his millions of 
fans that he’ll reclaim that prize at any cost.

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BUDDY ROGERS 


HE CAREER OF “Nature 

Boy” Buddy Rogers is well- 
documented. He was the first 
and only man to hold both the 
NWA and WWF World titles. 
He set the standard for arro- 
gance and style in a wrestler. 
He could, in the words of na- 
tionally syndicated columnist 
Bob Greene, “flash a sneer that 
would melt women’s hearts 
and fill men with envy.” 

Today, living in Florida with 
his wife, Debbie, and son, 
Dave, Rogers still carries him- 
self in a manner befitting his 
stoned past. No, he doesn’t 
step through the ropes any- 
more, but he does keep in 
touch with the sport he loves. 

As a sort of goodwill ambas- 
sador for wrestling, Rogers fre- 
quently travels the country, ap- 
pearing at fan conventions and 
signing autographs. He says it’s 
a part of his life that he thor- 
oughly enjoys. 

“I had a great career,” Rog- 
ers says. “It’s only right that | 
give something back. These 
fans can be wonderful. Espe- 
cially the ones who know me. 
They remember every detail of 
my matches, things that even J 
had forgotten. And believe me, 
I don’t forget much.” 

It’s not only at fan gatherings 
that you’ll hear Rogers talking 
wrestling. People walk up to 
him on the street to tap into his 
storehouse of knowledge, or 
simply to say “hello” to one of 
the heroes of their youth. 

“When most people think of

July 4, 1939: Wrestled his first professional match, beating 
Moe Brazen in Atlantic City, New Jersey. 

1947: Received the nickname “Nature Boy.”

October 7, 1959: Defeated Jersey Joe Walcott in a boxer 
vs. wrestler match at the Forum in Montreal.

July 16, 1979: Wrestled Ric Flair (and lost) in the “Battle of 
the Nature Boys” in Spartanburg, South Carolina. 
1982: Managed “Superfly” Jimmy Snuka—and wrestled 

with him—in the WWF. 

November 25, 1982: His final match. Teamed with Jimmy

wrestling in the '50s, they think 
of Gorgeous George,” says 
PWI Senior Editor Bill Apter, 
“but I think of Buddy Rogers. 
He had it all: the looks, the tal- 
ent, the style. And don’t forget 
that strut! I used to spend hours 
trying to strut like the ‘Nature 
Boy’ \"? 

Rogers, of course, has many 
fond memories of the past. 

“There were some tremen- 
dous competitors back then,” 
he recalls. “Lou Thesz, Pat 
O’Connor, Antonino Rocca; I 
could go on and on because 
there were so many great ones. 
These were men I feuded with, 
but also respected as men and 
as athletes.” 

Ask Rogers about the wres- 
tlers of today, though, and that 
famous sneer crosses his face. 

“The only regret I have to- 
day is that I was born too soon. 
If I was in my prime today, 
Hulk Hogan would be de- 
stroyed, night along with the 
rest of them.” 

Those who know Rogers 
well wouldn’t bet against the 
original “Nature Boy” if he ever 
got back in the mnng—even 
against the giants of the ‘90s. 

“Buddy is still in outstanding 
shape,” says Apter. “He’s often 
said to me, ‘You know, Willie, 
if I could get in the ring with 
those guys today, I could whip 
them all.’ Do you know some- 
thing? I believe him.”

But as soon as he 
was able to think, he congratulated the new champ and left him alone to bask in the glory of his 
accomplishment. | became a Hulk Hogan fan on April 1. 
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Bill Apter (Senior Editor): Kerry Von Erich’s quick victory over Intercontinental champion Curt 
Hennig was most memorable to me. As a close follower of the Von Erich dynasty, | was dismayed to 
see Kerry’s career seemingly going nowhere. He was in an endless feud against Jerry Lawler for the 
USWA title and seemed like he was about to give it all up because he couldn’t take the belt. Then he 
moved to the WWF and, in his first attempt at the -C championship, shined and took the honors.
